Alone and unsupported, 
he arrested the ringleaders of the con- 
spiracy with his own hands in the pres- 
ence of thetr armed adherents, and, 
after this aetion, he issued a proclama- 
tion saying that not only had he saved 
his own life, but he had maintained 
the highest ideals of the chief magis- 
tracy of the republic. 

Already the new administration shows 
signs of a desire and Intention to set- 
tle the disputes between Venezuela and 
certain foreign powers that have kept 
the republic in a light of unenviabie 
notoriety for several years past.

Duteh to Withdraw Ships. 


Pending the signing of a treaty be- 
‘ween Hollang and a duly empowered 
Venezuelan commissioner, the Dutch 
warships that have been patrolling the 
Venezuelan coast for nearly three 
weeks will be withdrawn. The attempt 
to assassinate Acting President Gomez 
and several of the ministers was de- 
‘ided upon December !8 Gomez heard 
of the plot that same night, and the 
next morning took the personal stand 
that nipped it in the bud. 

The men concerned in the consptracy 
were President Castro’s closest friends 
and best known adherents. Secret 
cipher cablegrams have passed be- 
tween President Castro in Berlin and 
his agents here since the popular anti- 
Castro demonstrations of December 13 
and 14 A prominent lawyer has filed 
an accusation in the high federal! court 
charging President Castro with com- 
Plicity In the plot to assassinate and 
proposing his {mpeachment. 

The plotters met at the residence in 
Caracas of Garbiras Guzman, secretary 
general in last Castro cabinet, and who 
was placedincharge of President Cas- 
tro’s personal business in Venezuela when 
the president left for Germany. ‘Ine 
corspirators decided upon a coup d'etat, 
They determined to assassinate Acting 
President Gomez, Jose de Jesus Paul, 
the foreign minister; General Leopoldo 
Baptista and other prominent men; 
seige the administration of the country 
and, with the army, terrorize and over- 
awe the population. ! 

Torres-Cardenas, who was at one time 
minister of the interior under President 
Castro, and later his personal secretary, 
was the active leader of the conspiracy. 
Iie was entrusted with the carrying out 
of the piot. In spite of the precautions 
teken, an intimation of what.was on foot 
reached the ears of Acting President 
Gomez. As soon as he had satisfied 
himself of the proofs of the reports, he 
took immediate steps to fristrate the 
zitempt. Early Saturday morning te 
went alone on foot to the barracks in 
Caracas, where a mutinous regiment, 
under the command of President -Gas- 
tro’s brotH®¥, was quartered. With cool 
courage he entered the building and 
placed the brother of the president un- 
der arrest. The nerve of Gomez made 
f possible for him to carry éut this 
dangerous maneuver successfuliy,

New York Herald Square Theater 
Damaged by Flames 


NO PANIC IN THE AUDIENCE 


Blaze Staried Ten Minutes Hefore 
the Close of the Show, Which 
Was Cat Short—Alarmed 
Chorus Girls Seek Streets, 
Unconventially Clad. 


—_——- ~-- 


New York, Deoember 22.—Fire* broke 
out in the Herald Square theater, at 
Thirty-fifth street and Broadway, to- 
night ten minutes before the close of 
the performance of “The Three Twins,” 
and before it was brought under control 
had done considerable damage to the 
building, had driven the actors and 
chorus into the streets in their scant 
costumes, and had caused great com- 
motion among the theater crowds on 
Broadway. There was no panic, and no 
one was injured, the audience remaining 
in ignorance, of the fire until most of 
them had passed into the streets. 

The fire caught from a large electric 
sign on the front of the theater build- 
ing, and spread to the executive of- 
fices, which are opposite the second gal- 
lery of the auditorium. 

The actorapcut the play short on be- 
ing told of the fire, and the curtain was 
lowered without any announcement to 
the audience. tin 

The big crowd moved slowly out. 
Most of them soon reached the ‘streets, 
but some remained behind waiting for 
their wraps to be taken from the coat 
rooms. As the flames began.to gain 
headway, the theater employees urged 
the tardy oneg to hurry, and told.them 
there was a fire in the theater. Some 
left without walting for their wraps, 
and braved the driving snow storm In 
their evening clothes. 

Alarm spread among the actors and 
chorus, and many of the young women 
left the buliding by the gtage entrance, 
and went out Into the storm without 
giving thought to their scant and un- 
conventional attires. With the tem- 
perature hovering around the twenties, 
and a fierce wind driving the falling 
snow into their faces, the chorus girls 
beat a hasty retreat for cover at the

The Constitution has been furnished 


the following cOmmunication: 


™ Editor Constitution: The subcommittee of 
the Ministers’ Association, whose names are 
signed to this card, represent an association 
composed of seventy-five pastors and other 
ministers of the city, and those seventy-five 
ministers represent nearly all of the larger 
and more prominent churches of Atlanta. 
The action taken by the association in re- 
\ gard to the matter of closing the drug stores 
on Sunday was unanimous 

The charge, therefore, that a ‘‘few’’ min- 
isters are behind this movement is not true, 
as is the case with the other false charge 
that a few ministers are seeking to ‘‘force’’ 
proprietors of drug stores to close on Sun- 
days. 

ln reply to this unfair and false charge we 
affirm that the Ministers’ Association ig not 
attempting to force drug stores to close on 
Sundays, nor does the association propose 
to pros®cute those parties, nor have any 
threats of prosecution been made. 

The facts in the case are that the state 
of Georgia is the prosecutor and the Min 
isters’ Association has simply made a re- 
gspectful request that those places of busi- 
ness now violating the state law voluntarily 
agree to close their places of business on 
Sundays so as to prevent prosecution. A 
large number of the most prominent drug 
coneerns in the city have cheerfully signed 
our agreement to close Sundays and in some 
cases the proprietors of these houses have 
called up our committee over the telephone 
and have requested their names to be added 
to the list. Many of these men are among 
the best citizens of Atlanta and they are 
not the men to be forced or bulldozed int& 
this thing. 

Out of the 


large number of drug store 
proprietors approached by the committee only 
two of them declined to enter into the agree 
ment. A number of the clerks of these places 
of business above referred to and in some 
instances the proprietors themselves have 
from time to time appealed to the Sabbath 
-observance committee to take the very ac- 
tion which the Ministers’ Association has 
taken, looking to the relief of a large num- 
ber of men who are forced to work on the 
Sabbath day in violation of a law which is 
both natural and moral. 

The charge intimating that the ministers 
are seeking to force their religious views 
upon the drug merchants and others, or that 
they are working to Increase their congrega- 
tions by requesting those men to close their 
places of business on the Gabbath day, is 
another false charge. 

Nothing is said about the church and not 
ao mau has been asked to close his store or 
cigar stand in order that he may attend any 
church. The matter of church attendance 
has never been once mentioned as a reason 
for closing. The hundreds of men who are 
engaged in this unnecessary and unlawful 
work on the Sabbath day need that day for 
rest and they are entitled to i[t, whether 
they attend church or not. 

The Ministers’ Association is making no 
fight on its present effort, from the stand- 
point of religion,. but from a humanitarian 
and a legal standpoint. And this, together 
with other needed reforms, the association 
will continue to stand for and to plead for 
in spite of misrepresentations and unfatr 
criticisms from any source whatsoever. The 
ministers of Atlanta do not intend to be

The case of the commonwealth was prac- 
tically epnfined to testimony as to the 
actual killing. 

It is understood that the defense will 
go into minute detalls as to Judge Har- 
gis’ connection with Breathitt. county 
feud affairs, sensational! revelations hav- 
ing been promised by the attorneys for 
the defense. , 

A dramatic recital of the killing of 
Judge Hargis was given by Beach Har- 
gies himeelf this afternoon, when he 
was introduced as a witness.

IRATES ON FLOUR 
ARE T00 HIGH 


So Say Millers to the Inter- 
state Commerce Com- 
mission. 


Washington, December 22.—A . com- 
plaint of enormous importance to north- 
western millers was filed today with the 
interstate commerce commission, It is 
joined in by forty-two flour. milling con- 
cerns against the Great Northern Rail- 
way Company and twenty-seven. other 


intersiate carriers doing a transporta- 
tion business between Minneapolis and 
the Atlantic seaboard. The complain- 
ants all are engaged in the manufacture 
of flour from spring wheat. ‘They allege 


{in order 


thvat the rates—all rail and rail and Wa- 
ter—from Minneapolis to™ the Atlantic 
Seaboard on flour are excessive, unrea- 
sonable and discriminatory, in that it 
costs them more to ship their flour 
from Minnesota points to the Atlantic 
seaboard than it costs Buffalo millers 
to ship springywheat from Duluth points 
to Buffalo and the ground flour from 
Buffalo to Atlantic seaboard points. 

It is alleged that the defendant lines 
maintain an unjust and disproportion- 
ate rate for flour transportation as com- 
pared with wheat from Duluth to the 
Atiantic seaboard. They ask, therefore, 
that the commission fix a falr rate for 
the transpartation of flour from _Minne- 
Sota points to Atlantic seaboard points 
that the present alleged unjust 
discrimination in favor Af eastern mill 
ers be discontinued.

Miss Annie Peck Scaled the 
Summit of Mount 
Huascaran, 


New York, December 22.— Fresh from 
a triumphant tour of the Peruvian. 


| Andes, where she scaled the summit of 


Mount Huascara, one of the highest 
peaks in the world, Miss Annie S. Peck, 
of Providence, R. L, arrived here today 
On board the steamer dAlifanca from 
Cristobal. 

In speaking of her perilous trip up | 


the precipitous slope of Mount Huas- 
caran, Miss Peck ascribed much of her 
Success to the two Swiss guides who 
accompanied her. 

‘Tt was thanks to the .experience of 

these two men,” said Miss Peck, “‘that I 
succeeded in reaching the 24,000 feat 
alilitude which marks the summfjt of 
Huascaran. This height, I believe, sur- 
passes that reached by any one before 
me. Heretofore the record had been 
held by W. W. Graham, whose ascent 
of one of the Himalaya peaks is set 
down as a climb of 23,800 feet. One of 
my guides, Rudolph Taugwalder, lost 
18s gloves on the way up an! had botn 
hands frozen. He has since had to have 
one hand amputated as a result. 
“We reached the summit*on September 
and the following night, as we were 
raking our way down, Taugwalder, 
who was leading, slipped and carried 
me with him over the edge of a fissure. 
lhe other guide, Gabriel Zum Taug- 
wald, fortunately for us, had seen the 
misstep and had praced himself with 
his alpenstock, so that when the rope 
that bound us all togeth®r yanked taut, 
he retained sufficient purchase in the 
ice not to be carried over off his feet 
by our combined weight. He called 
down to us instructions to dig ourselves 
footholds that would lighten strain, 
bcth on the rope and himself, and grad- 
ually pulled ug both back to him. It 
was the closest call I had.” 

Miss Peck, who is nearing fifty vears, 
and whose physique is anythiag but 
Amazonian, gives solid tings and a 
sound heart as the greatest desideraia 
of the mountain climber.

The banks and 
dry goods stores have’ secured large 
orders, and place them ohn all corre- 
spondence. A. number of manufacture 
ing industries have. also been using 
them on their mail.

A local organization was formed, and 
since that time the stampe have been 
going like hot cakes. Three hundred 
thousand stamps.have been ordered and 
sold, and the fourth hundred thousand 
has just arrived. Not only has the lo- 
cal office supplied a large number of 
the towns and cities in Georgia with 
stamps, but has also aided the work by 
sending batches upon requests from 
points in Florida and Alabama. 

Work, a “Labor of Love.” 

The work in Atlanta has been a labor 
of love. Everybody appealed to has 
been more than willing to ald the move- 
ment, and the ladies in charge of it have 
been working so industriously that one 
of them declared yesterday that she 
had not yet found time to do her Christ- 
mas shopping. : 

The work has been conducted pract!- 
Cally without expense. The workers are 
located on the second floor of the Pe- 
ters bullding, the rooms being furnish- 
ed free of charge by the owner of the 
building, while telephone service and 
other necessaries have also been con- 
tributed. 

A wrong impression has been created 
in the minds of some people as to the 
use of the funds derived from the gale 
of the stamps, doing the.ladies who 
have charge of this work an injustice. 

The ladies are giving their services 
absolutely free of charge, working in- 
dustriously, intelligently and - zealously 
in the interests of the anti-tuberculosis 
work. The funds derived from this sale 
will be divided tn the ratio of 28 per 
¢ent for the state society and 75 per 
cent for the Atlanta society. Of course, 
it 1s yet too early tO Say exactly what 
use will be made of the funds, and 
who will have charge of them. Three 
Atlanta organizations are backing the 
sale. These organizations will appoint 
a board, which will have charge of the 
funds, and decide upon their best use. 
The only definite statement that can 
be made at the present time is that the 
money will be usdd for stamping out tu- 
berculosis, in so far as possible.

MustProve Harmlessness of Malt 
Liquors When Accused 


DECIDES COURT OF APPEALS 


Indictment for Selling Malt or In-« 
toxicating Liquors, Following 
Language of State Statute, 
Puts Burden Upon Accused 
of Showing Non-In-~ 
toxicating Qual- 
ities, 


The sale of malt liquors in Georeta is 
a violation of the state prohibition law, 
deciared the court of appeals in a deci- 
sion handed down yesterday, and the 
burden of proving that the liquor sald 
is not intoxicating is upon the person 
accused of selling. 

This interpretation of the prohibition 
Statute, adopted in August, 1907, goes a 
little further than any heretofore ren- 
dered. It relieves the state of the duty 


| 


of establishing in eerh case the intoxi- 
cating qualities of the beverage. 

. The legal status of alcoholic and malt 
liquors in Georgia at the present time 
is about as follows:, A commodity con- 
taining alcohol may or may not be in- 


toxicating, and, therefore,. prohibited. It | 


all depends upon the potableness of the 
liquid. 
The courts may take cognizance of the 


fact that certain beers are known to all | 


men to be intoxicating. If it is a matter 
of common knowledge that the imbibing 
of any liquor which may be used as a 
beverage produces’ intoxication, the 
courts are presumed to be as well aware 
of that fact as any average.citizen. In 
Such case it is not necessary to prove 


| 


that the liquor drunk on this particular ‘ 


occasion produced intoxicaflon. 


Case of Stoner. 


In the case decided by the court of 
appeals yesterday, M. C. Stoner, of Gor- 
don. county, was convicted in Gordon 
superior court of having sold ‘‘Cook’'s 
mait ale and Bud near beer, same being 
malt liquors.” 

The defendant filed a demurrer, declar- 
ing that the indictment fatled to allege 
that the liquor was intoxicating. In 
other words, it was his contention that 
it was the duty of the state to prove 
that the liquor was intoxicating, and 
therefore a commodity forbidden Sale 
in Georgia. ° 


Judge Fite overruled the demurrer and 
neld that the indictment was sufficiently 
clear. The court of appeals, in the de- 
cision réndered yesterday, sustained this 
view. It held that the indictment fol- 
sale of “alcoholic, 
and embraces ali liquors which are in- 
toxicating if drank to excess. 

Illegal to Sell to Minors, 


The court held that it would be a vio- 
jiation of law to sell to minors malt 
itgquors, even though not intoxicating. 
This point was brought up incidentally, 
and is cowered by a law passed thirty 
years ago. 

In the case under review the decision 
Stated that where an indictmem follow- 
ing the language of the prohibition law, 
charged the unlawful selling of a malt 
liquor, it was not the duty of the state 
to prove that the liquor in question was 
intoxicating, but the burden was upon 
the accused to prove that it was not 
intoxicating. This puts the shoe on the 
other foot. 

‘The court also draws a distinction be- 
tween violations of laws in reference 
to licensing the sale of liquors and vio- 
lations of the state statute prohibiting 
the sale or keeping for sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

In the Stoner case Solicitor General 
Maddox had taken the position that the 
sale of any malt liquor was prima facie 
evidence of a violation of the law. The 
court did not go this far, but left a 
locphole for the accused to prove that 
the beverage he sold was not intoxicat- 
ing. 

“This is too literal a construction to 
be placed upon the words of the statute 


and clearly antagonizes the intention of 
the legislature, which was manifestly to 
protect society from the evils of intems 
perance caused by the use of intoxicat-’ 
ing liquors as beverages.’’ 

Chief Judge Hill rendered the decision 
of the court of appeals. It was con- 
curred in by Judge Powell. Judge Rus- 
sell dissented..

STONE PRAISES 


PILGRIM FATHERS 


Makes Notable Address Before 
New England Society 


TRACES HISTORY MOVEMENT

At Dinner in Charleston Celebrating 
Forefathers’ Day He Shows What 
Pilgrim Fathers Aéccomplish- 
ed in History—Movement 
Toward Religious 
Liberty.

Charleston, 8. C., December 22.--(Spe- 
cial.)\—Melville E. Stone, president and 
general manager of the Associated 
Press, was one of the principal speak- 
ers before the New England Society at 
its annual dinner here tonight, in cele- 
bration of Forefathers’ day. ; 

Mr, Stone, in discussing “The Lignt 
That Did Not Fall,”’ declared that the 
Puritan movement was one of tue 
greatest forces the world has ever 
known in establishing religious free- 
dem. He declared the disciples de- 
serted the teachings of the Master and, 
in forming the Church of Antioch, sub- 
stituted the form for the substance of 
religion. He said the lapse of Chris- 
tianity from Christ's standard needed 
a John Wreckliffe to. overcome. 

He traced the history of the Dutcn 
republic which granted freedom of wor- 
ship, of the press and of the school. He 
spoke of John Robinson and his faith- 
ful band of followers. 

Finally he spoke of the great figures 
given to the world by the Pilgrim move- 
ment, and what has been accomplished 
by the English refugees from Holland, 
the Scotch Irish Presbyterians and the 
French Huguenots, who, in the old Cir- 
cular church of this city, worshipped 
side by side. 

Celebrate Pilgrim Landing. 
In beginning his address, Mr, Stone 


said: 

We are met to celebrate the landing of the 
Pilgrims on Plymouth Rock. It is a story 
which, though often told, can never grow 
Stale. It is full of interest and profit, and 
constantly renewed interest and profit, 
wherever courage is approved, rectitude of 
life respected, liberty loved, or genuine man- 
hood honored. 

The present occasion has a unique value. 
We celebrate not only the end of the May- 
flower’s stormy voyage, but the fact that 
an even 300 years ago, in August, 1606, John 
Robinson and his faithful band of disciples 
escaped to Holland, and it was 300 years 
ago this very month that John Milton was 
born. 

There is a never ending fascination in the 
study of organic energy. The apparently tn- 
divisible atom, Inconceivable because of its 
smaliness, as well as the mightiest planet 
in the uinveérse, equally inconceivable be- 
cause its vastness; also, every human 
thought and every mora’ aspiration—those 
Strange impulses which seem to float into 
the brain and Neart from a mysterious no- 
where-—all of these forces, both material and 
spiritual, are obedient to the will of the 
Great Master, doing His bidding and respon- 
sive to His intelligent purpdbe. 
The Puritan movement was @ striking {!!us- 
tration of this fact. fe are now able to 
look back through the ages and see how, 
step by step. the world had been wuncon- 
sciously preparing for such a development. 
The uplift was siow, the road was tortuous, 
the struggle was hard, the battle was bloody, 
and the people were all unmindful of what 
they were doing. They little dreamed that in 
their lives, and the part that each one play- 
ed, be it great or be it small, they were 
working out a solution of the mighty. prob- 
lem which had been set for them. Such is 
the mysterious way in which God moveg His 
wonders to perform.

AID TO SOUTH 


Plan to Ameliorate Soutien 
Rural Life Con- 
ditions. 


Washington, December 22.—Whatever 
aid or influence “the National Mothers’ 


lioration of southern rural life condi+ 
tions was today pledged by its president, 
Mrs. Frederick L. Schoff, of Philadel- 
phia, to the country Hfe commission at 
a hearing given by the latter organiza- 
tion at the department of agriculture, 

Mrs. Schoff appeared with other mem- 
bers of the mothers’ congress, to offer 
the active cooperation of their organi- 
zations in their movement to better the 
conditions in home life, particularly the 
social conditions of the average country 
home in the south, and to teach modern 
methods of cooking. On behalf of the 
commission, Professor Balley, the chair- 
man, expressed gratification at the Im- 
terest manifested by the congress in the 
proposed work. Secretary Wilson was 
an interested spectator and gave the 
commission some suggestions relative to 
conditions of farm life in the country. 

Dr. Charles W. Stiles, of the public 
health and marine hospital service, and 
a member of the country Hfe commis- 
sion, described in detail the alleged Un- 
sanitary conditions of the average coun~- 
try home in the south. 

Dr. L. H. Knapp, in charge of the de- 
partment of agriculture’s farm demomn- 
stration work in the south, advanced 
three schemes for the betterment of Fru- 
nal conditions in southern states. 

“One of the most impertant steps in 
this uplift work,” said Dr. Knapp, “is 
to help the southern farmer get.out of 
debt. and I might say that he is less 
in debt than he was five years ago. Gec- 
ondly, I would revolutionize theiy homes, — 
and, third, I would take ov thetr 
schools and readjust them.’’

WHOSE RULE IS AT AN END 


Cypriano Casiro, whose downfail is 
now assured, is a man of humbie orgin. 
His father was a stock raiser in the 
Andes, near the Colombian border. He 
is swarthy of complexion, slight in 
tature,.of wiry strength, and has a 
piercing black eye. He shows his In- 
dian extraction. 

Like most Venezuelan presidents, Cas- 
tro went into office at the head of a 
Successful revolution. He drove out 
President Andrade, and entered Caracas 
October 24, 1899. 

Much has been said of President Cas- 
tro that lacks the confirmation of un- 
biased observers. He has been freely 
maligned by his many enemies, and there 
have been fewto take up the cudgels in 
his behalf with conwiction. Conse- 
quentiy he has been given a reputation 
Worse than he deserves. He has shown 
remaragable couragé, determination, per- 
Severance and political skill in 
ducting Venezuela through nine 
of stormy life. 

His Quarrels With Powers. 

He has had to contend with powerful 
revolutionary movements at home, and 
at. times with the combined action 
againsz him by sea, of Germany, Great 
Britain, France and Italy. This occurred 
in #902,.and was for the purpose of 
making Venezuela fulfill its obligations 
to the said powers. Castro's quarrels 
with the powers have resulted in the 
severance of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Venezuela and Hoiland, France, 
the United States, Colombia, etc., and 
as long as Castro was in power, there 
Was apparently little hope of reaching 
@eny settlement of these various mis- 
understandings. 

There have béen several revolutionary 
uprisings against Castro during his 
tenure of office. The most notable was 
the Matos movement tn 1902,- backed 
by powerful interests outside of 
Venezuela. This Castro succeeded in 
erushihg by defeating the Maton forces 
On. October 26, 1902, with a great 
Slaughter at a place called La Victoria, 
not far from Caracas. 

President Castro’s strong and _ re- 
vengeful hand made him probably the 
most hated of recent Venezuelth presi- 
dents, and, under his control, the busi- 
ness ad commerce of Venezuela have 
gufféeréa notably. -It is said of him that 
he did not loot the government treas- 
Gry, as has been the custom with his 
Prédecessors, but that he acquired the 
wealth which he is said to have sent to
